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Council Commend 
Collieries Action 

Coleman Collieries were commended by 
Coleman town council at the regular meeting 
Tuesday night, June 17th, for the good work 
the Collieries did in dredging out a stream in 
West Coleman and thereby reducing the water 
level in the channel by several feet. 


The Collieries had one of their 
large D9 tractors dredge the chan¬ 
nel in the mine property and then 
proceeded on town property and 
cleared the channel of debris so 
that the high waters were carried 
away without damage to property. 

It was suggested that a small 
dam be built upstream from some 
of the culverts in the channel and 
that a plywood flood gate be in¬ 
stalled and when enough water has 
backed up behind the plywood gate 
it would be opened to flush out the 
culverts with a heavy flow of wa¬ 
ter. An alternate suggestion was 
to have the fire brigade flush out 
the ^culverts with high pressure 
hoses. A letter of appreciation for 
the work done by the Collieries is 
to be sent to Eugene Fabro, mine 
superintendent. 

Councillor Joe Hanrahan, repre¬ 
senting the town of Coleman on 
the Crestview Lodge 'board of di¬ 
rectors, advised that the board was 
planning on having the Lodge 
grounds landscaped. 

Laoomibe Nurseries were invited 
to visit the Lodge and bid on the 
project and an estimate given indi¬ 
cated the work would cost over 
$ 1 , 000 . 

In order to raise funds for this 
project it was suggested that each 
member report back to their indi¬ 
vidual councils and request they 
consider upping the nwllnate by 
not over one-half a mil to raise 
the necessary funds. 

Coleman council apporevd 'this 
suggestion. Councillor Hanrahan 
tendered his resignation to be ef¬ 
fective as of the last meeting in 
July. 

Councillor Ted Kryezka reported 
that he had met with school trus¬ 
tees James Park and William Sku- 
ra, and that a temporary sched¬ 
ule for 'the use of the school rec¬ 
reation grounds by various groups 
has been drawn up. On suggestion 
of Councilor Mel Cornett, play¬ 
ground signs will be erected in 
this area instead of 'the present 
school zone signs. Similar signs 
will also be installed at other 
town playgrounds. 

Considerable discussion was held 
on the “No Loitering” signs that 
have been installed in the town 
park area as misinterpretation of 
the signs is being made by vari¬ 


ous persons. Council installed the 
signs so that 'the park would be 
used for its proper purpose by 
town residents and visitors. 

The Health and Welfare commit¬ 
tee, accompanied by Health In¬ 
spector James Burger, of Chinook 
Health Unit, visited and con¬ 
demned five old buildings in town. 

A motion was made by Council¬ 
man Cornett that the recommenda¬ 
tion of Health Inspector be en¬ 
forced. The buildings will either 
have to be remodelled and put 
into proper safe condition or torn 
down within 30 days. 

A letter was read from Public 
Health Inspector James Burger, 
complimenting the town of Cole¬ 
man on 'the excellent condition of 
the town’s disposal grounds, that 
has recently been cleaned up. 

The town approved erection of 
“No Dumping” and “Dump Here” 
signs at the nuisance grounds so 
that the area be kept in a dean 
condition. 

A letter was received from the 
town of Blaiiinmore, requesting a 
meeting of police committees of 
the Pass towns be held to discuss 
the use of the jointly owned radar 
equipment. 

Town Secretary Trevor (Mister 
will advise the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Mayors that the town does 
not wish to 'be member of this 
group aa council fool little benefit 
is gained from holding a member¬ 
ship. Council bad received state¬ 
ment requesting 1964 and 1965 
memberships at $50 per year be 
paid. 

Six applications for a position on 
the town crew were studied and 
Paul Filewich’s application was ac¬ 
cepted. Council voted on the ap¬ 
plications. Mr. Filewich will be 
notified he is to start work as of 
July 2nd if terms are agreeable. 

In other coundl business it was 
agreed to look into improving the 
heating system into the town po¬ 
lice office and cell block; to com¬ 
mence oiling various streets in 
town to eliminate the dust prob¬ 
lem; to have a representative at¬ 
tend an Emergency Measures Op¬ 
eration meeting to be held in Bel¬ 
levue June 29bh; replace the stop 
sign at the Kananaskis Service 
Station and instal it in its original 
location.

Little Time Left For 
Deferment Minimum 
Wage Under Code 

Employers who are affected by 
the new Canada Labor (Stand¬ 
ards) Code and who intend to seek 
deferment of the minimum wage 
standard should make an applica¬ 
tion to the Department of Labor 
as soon as possible, the Minister 
of Labor, the Hon. Allan J. Ma - 
Eachen, said today. 

Mr. MaoEachen pointed out that 
the main provisions of the Code go 
into effect on July 1st, and after 
that date no deferment of the new 
minimum wage rate is possible. 

From July 1st, in all undertak¬ 
ings under federal jurisdiction, the 
minimum wage will be $1.25 per 
hem for all employees 17 years of 
age or over, the standard work 
week will be 40 hours with a maxi¬ 
mum of 8 hours overtime and em¬ 
ployees will be entitled to two 


weeks annual paid vacation and 8 
general holidays a year with pay 

The Code provides, however 
that the Minister may authorize 
deferment of the wage and work¬ 
ing hours provision if it can be 
shown to his satisfaction that their 
immimediate introduction would 
prejudice the interests of the em¬ 
ployees or would seriously impair 
the operation of the business or 
underbaking. 

The minimum wage may be de¬ 
ferred only in undertakings that 
operate solely in a local area, and 
the deferment application must be 
received before July 1 st. Once the 
minimum wage rate is in effectt 
cannot be deferred or suspended. 

The hours of work provisions can 
also be deferred in any undertak¬ 
ing regardless of the scope of is 
operations if application is receiv¬ 
ed before July 1st and ‘they may 
also be suspended by order at a 
later date. Such suspension can¬ 
not be made retroactive % that in 
order to obtain a deferment where 
there are adequate reasons for it 
as from July 1 st, it will be neces¬ 
sary to make a request for defer¬ 
ment before that date. 

The Minister warned that there 
is little time left before July 1st to 
submit applications and he urged 
employers and employees to act 
immediately I they intend to re¬ 
quest a deferment.

United Church 
Study Union 

TORONTO —After years of talk 
and little apparent action, the An¬ 
glican and United Churches have 
produced a document which fore¬ 
casts “one organizational struct¬ 
ure” for the two communions. 

The document entitled,— “The 
Principles of Union Between The 
Anglican Church of Canada and 
the United Church of Canada” is 
the work of two Committees of the 
parent organizations, and will be 
presented to the General Synod 
of The Anglican Church which 
meets in Vancouver in August of 
this year, and the General Coun¬ 
cil of the United Church whicn 
will meet in Waterloo, Ont., in 
September of 1966, 

The report begins by announcing 
that the two Committees have 
reached ‘full and unanimous agree¬ 
ment’ on the principles of faith 
and order, and on the principles 
that should govern union. It points 
out that if the two churches are 
agreed in principle, there is' no¬ 
thing to prevent them from com¬ 
ing together in fact. The report 
concludes with a recommendation 
that “the two churches enter into 
a solemn and formal commitment 
to proceed immediately to prepare 
concrete and detailed plans for 
organizational union.” 

Spokesmen for the two churches 
here hailed the report as a major 
break-through in the long struggle 
to bring the two communions to¬ 
gether. They spoke with pride and 
gratification about the thorough¬ 
ness of the report and the precise 
phraseology used in spelling out 
the principles upon which such a 
plan must be built. 

They pointed to the following 
paragraph as one of the main keys 
to the break-through that has been 
achieved. “We are united in our 
intention to bring into being, not 
a merger of two existing ecclesi¬ 
astical bodies, but rather a new 
•embodiment of the One Church of 
God. It is our intention not to cre¬ 


ate a new church, but rather to 
■ se ek a new visible expression in 
structure, in worship, in life and 
witness, for the Oneness of the 
Church which already exists.” 
Government 

The government of the new 
Church will combine both the 
episcopal and the conciliar sys¬ 
tems. Both corporate and personal 
ministries will be exercised in it. 

and the bishops, the presbyters 
and deacons, and the congregations 

the faithful shall have their 
P-ace,” states the report. As is the 
case in the present church govern¬ 
ments. the congregation, session, 
synod, provincial or regional as¬ 
sembly, and general council are 
to be the governing bodies. 

"The first concern,” notes the 
preface, “was to find a basis in 
faith and order upon which the 
two churches could come together 
Following that, some attempt was 
made to sketch in the main out¬ 
lines of the church of the future, 
:Ls ministry, sacraments and or¬ 
ganization. A series of two-dav 
meetings of the Committees of Ten 
resulted in an amazing consensus 
—at the final meeting on March 
30, 1965, a unanimous agreement 
on this document was reached. 

Some idea of the optimism felt 
by the members of the joint com¬ 
mittee is conveyed in the final 
paragraph of the preface. “This 
document is intended to provide a 
sufficient basis for the two church¬ 
es to set about preparing concrete 
and detailed plans under the di- 
itction of the recommended com¬ 
missions. 

We commend it to all with the 
thought that God may use it to 
further His purpose that all may¬ 
be one in Christ.”

Traffic Accidents 
Month Of May 

May was the first month of 
summer, when more people were 
travelling on the highways. 

During the month there was one 
fatality and 43 persons injured re¬ 
sulting from 31 traffic accidents. 
The remaining 30 were property 
damage accidents causing $29,626 
vehicle destruction. 

The total for May was 70 traf¬ 
fic accidents. On the brighter side 
it is felt that traffic accidents are 
gradually on the decrease. 

1 woul(i bke to mention seat belts 
as they are a good safety device. 
Safety belts are not intended to 
prevent accidents, but they do re¬ 
duce injuries. The Canadian High¬ 
way Safety Council report that in 
juries in cars without seat belts 
were almost double those of cars 
in which seat belts were in use. 

Seat belts do prevent piasengers 
or drivers from being thrown out 
of the vehicle or through the wind¬ 
shield on impact. 

Most manufacturers equip their 
vehicles with seat belts as stand¬ 
ard equipment. However, seat belts 
will do no good unless they are 
used. It is up to the driver to in¬ 
sist that his passengers wear the 
seat belts that are provided. It 
is one way to reduce injuries.
